The people of the State of Califorma do enact as follows:. 


Section 1. A board is hereby created and established to be 
known as the board of chiropractic examiners of the State of 
California. Said board shall be composed of five persons who 
are graduates of and hold diplomas issued to them by a legally 
chartered school or college of chiropractic, after having taken 
the residence course therein, which said school or college shall 
have had, at the time of the issuance of said diploma, a resi- 
dence course of at least one school ysar of not less than eight 
months, and each of said persons shall present to the governor 
satisfactory evidence of good moral character and integrity, 
and shall have been a citizen of and practicing chiropractic in 
the State of California for a period of not less than two years
